News rrou tHe West.—-The Pony ex- 
press from the West arrived on Thursday 
evening; it brings news of fresh Indian 
troubleson theroad. June 30th, at Deep 
Creek, the natives undertook to steal all 
the stock. They killed three or four of 
the finest horses, and stole about twenty 
more. In endeavoring to regain them, 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Lloyd were shot, 
but not dangerously. A _ party of emi- 
grants were fired on by the Indians while 
going through Spring Valley and Ante- 
lope Springs Kanyon—three of their 
horses were killed. No man hurt, An 
Indian woman, who was taken prisoner 
some time since by the Pi-Utes, has re- 
turned to her tribe. She says the Pi- 
Utes are preparing for a descent on Raby 
Valley and neighborhood, and are deter- 
mined to destroy all the whites and In- 
diaus found there; she says they are also 
determined that no whites shall pass 
through their territory. The Indian wo- 
man also states that the Pi-Utes have two 
white women as prisoners.

slivers mark the spot wheie they stood. A 
single feature of the scene is the fact that, 
from one end of the town to the other, not a 
vestige of the furniture can be found. Here 
and there a tew shreds of clothing, or a mat- 
tress torn into ribbons, tell that the town was 
once inhabited. 

Many of the incidents connected with the 
tornado at Camanche almost surpass human 
belief, and will hardly be credited by those 
who have not seen the ruins. A chimney up- 
on the bouse of Mr. Anthony, weighing about 
two tons, was broken off at ita junction with 
the roof, lifted into the air and hurled down ' 
into the front yard, burying itself in the 
ground to the depth of three feet without 
breaking or cracking a single brick. We no- 
ticed an oak tree on the river bank, by mea- 
surement twenty-eight inches in diameter at 
the base, which was torn out of the ground} 
and stripped of all its branches, leaving only 
the bare trunk, from which the bark was) 
nefrly all pecled off. A light pine shingle was | 
driven from the outside through the clap- | 
boards, lath and plester, and projects two in- 
ches from the inside wall of a dwelling house 
No other known force could have accomplished 
this. A trowel, such as is used by Masons, | 
was driven through a pine knot in the side of | 
a barn, projecting full two inches. In one 
spot was found a large pile of book covers, 
every leat from which was gone and the 
covers wrinkled and twisted into a thousand 
shapes. Leaves were stripped of their tissue, 
leaving the fibres clean and bare as if a bota- 
nist had neatly picked it off ‘Tree trunks 
were twisted several times round until they 
were broken off. The Miilard house,a three 
story brick structure, tronting north, was 
lifted up from its foundatiow and turned com- 
pletely round, so that the front door faced the 
south. Itthen collapsed and seemed to fall 
outwardly as ifina vacuum, and, strange to 
relate, out of seventeen persons in the house 
only two were killed. One house upon the 
bank was lifted from its foundation and 
whirled in the river, crushing as it fell and 
drowning three persons, the inmates. 

The news of the disaster was quickly con- 
veyed to Clinton and Lyons. 

The Inhabitants of the two towns turned out 
en masse, aad went to Camanche and werked al! 
night. 

No business was done in either city, but: 
every one urged by the eall of duty, worked 
nobly and manfully in the cause of sullerivg 
humanity. 

The funeral train took its departure to the 
little cemetery, where were laid away the reo- 
mains of townsmen only a few hours before in 
the full glow of life—twenty-nine bodies, a 
number exceeding those who had gone before 
them to their last resting place on that pice- 
sant hillside. 

In one of the wagons rode a little boy who 
had lost his father and mother. After his ex- 
trication from the ruins he went back, and 
while searching for some remnant of the old 
heme, he found a locket containing a picture 
of his mother. He stood upon the ruins rub 
bing it with bis coat sleeve,when a fiend in the 
shape of a man came up to him, and asked him 
what hehadthere. He replied, mother."’ 
The brute asked him to let him see it. ite | 
gave it to him, but it was never returoed, in 
spite of bis tears and entreatics. The man 
who, upon such an oveasion, woukl perpe' rate 
such an outrage, deserves to be tornadoed into 
the bottomlcas pit —Chicugo Journal, June 6. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS. 


At Lisbon station the depot buildings and al! 
the warehouses in the villege were completcly 
demolished. A train of ten freight cars, heavi 
ly loaded, was lifted bodily from the track and 
dashed to pieces. Befure reaching bere we 
learned that sixteen persons were killed. From 
this point one vein of the storm passed north 
of bestiemanelie demolishing everything in 
its course, and killing sixteen persone. The 
rest took in its course Union Grove, killing in 
this vicinity seventeen persons. It ¢t 
passed south of the railroad, near De Witt, 
killing twenty-seven persons. sixteen of them 
belonging to the family of Thomas Hatfield. 

It then passed south of Romessa and Low- 
more, destroying the house of David Willard, 
killing him and a portion of hia family. 

It then struck the town of Camanche, on the | 
Mississippi river, at which point the loss of life | 
is much greater than at firet stated. From all! 
accounts itcannot be less than fifty-five killed. | 
Some reports state a larger number, but the 
bodies cannot be found. There are aleo one 
hundred and twenty-five wounded, some fa- 
tally, and ten missing. 

A large lumber raft from the Chippewa river, 
manned by a crew of twenty-four men, having | 
two women on board, tied up opposite Caman- 
che at the time, was completely scattered, and 
twenty-one of the men and both women lost 

The tornado is known to have traversed « 
distance of 90 miles in Iowa and 170 miles in 
Iilinols, dolng an incalcelable amount of dam- 
age to property.
